REPORT  OF  THE 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  presents  herewith  its 
Twenty-second  Annual  Report. 

This  covers  operations  for  the  twelve  month  period  ended  31st 
March,  1946. 

Happily,  the  European  War  was  brought  to  a  victorious  con¬ 
clusion  on  the  8th  May,  1945,  but  War-time  restrictions  of  neces¬ 
sity  remained  in  effect  for  some  considerable  time  thereafter. 
On  the  3rd  August,  1945,  the  Dominion  Government  repealed  its 
restrictions  with  regard  to  supplies  and  strength  of  liquors,  but 
shortages  of  matured  Spirits  in  the  hands  of  Distillers  made  it 
impossible  to  immediately  remove  quotas. 

As  additional  merchandise  becomes  available,  these  quotas 
will,  from  time  to  time,  be  modified. 

Financial  Statements  and  Appendices  are  included  herein. 

LICENSES 

The  five  Breweries  licensed  by  the  Board  have  continued  in 
operation,  and  their  products  have  met  with  acceptance  by  the 
public. 

We  again  have  to  report  a  substantial  turnover  in  Hotel  pro¬ 
perties.  As  at  31  December,  1945,  licenses  were  in  effect  with  re¬ 
spect  to  371  Hotels,  but  during  the  year  73  of  these  Hotels  had 
changed  hands,  and  one  additional  Hotel  was  sold  and  the  license 
discontinued.  As  licenses  are  not  transferable,  this  meant  that  a 
total  of  445  licenses  were  actually  issued,  of  which  number  74 
were  cancelled  at  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the  properties. 

Eight  licensees  were  penalized  by  way  of  suspension  of  license 
privileges  or  the  withholding  of  supplies. 

Four  of  these  suspensions  were  a  result  of  serving  minors  in 
the  Beer  Room,  two  owing  to  unsatisfactory  conduct  of  the  pre¬ 
mises,  and  two  for  failure  to  observe  and  carry  out  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  Board. 

Officials  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association  have  at  all  times 
given  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  assistance  in  all  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  their  industry,  and  for  their  co-operation  the  Board  is 
most  appreciative. 

A  very  large  percentage  of  the  Hotels  licensed  have  been  con¬ 
ducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  many  very  substantial  im¬ 
provements  have  been  carried  out  with  respect  to  premises  and 
appointments  during  the  year.  There  remains,  however,  a  great 
deal  to  be  done  in  order  to  regain  the  standard  which  is  the  aim 
of  the  Board  with  respect  to  licensed  Hotels  in  this  Province.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  long  War  years  both  materials  and  labour  were  difficult  to 
obtain,  with  a  result  that  some  properties  were  permitted  to  de- 
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teriorate,  but  now  that  the  War  is  over,  licensees  must  expect  the 
demands  of  the  Board  to  be  more  extensive  and  the  fullest  co¬ 
operation  will  be  expected  if  licenses  are  to  be  continued. 

Fifty  Club  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year.  These  in¬ 
cluded  licenses  with  respect  to  Golf  and  Country  Clubs,  which 
ceased  to  be  operative  after  the  end  of  October. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  Canteens  operated  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Armed  Forces  at  forty-two  locations. 

LOCAL  OPTION 

Two  Local  Option  Plebiscites  were  held  during  the  month  of 
December;  1945. 

In  both  instances  a  substantial  majority  of  the  voters  indi¬ 
cated  their  preference  for  the  issuance  of  Beer  Licenses  in  the 
areas  covered  by  the  Plebiscite. 

The  cost  of  holding  the  votes  was  defrayed  by  the  Board. 

FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

During  the  Calendar  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945,  li¬ 
censees  to  the  number  of  1865  were  issued,  authorizing  the  sale 
by  retail  of  Extracts  and  Essences  containing  alcohol.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  size  of  the  container  in  which  these  preparations  may  be 
stocked  and  sold  by  retail  is  5  ounces. 

The  Board  found  it  necessary  to  cancel  12  of  these  licenses 
for  cause. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  BEER 

Added  purchasing  power  in  the  hands  of  the  public  is  reflected 
in  the  increased  sale  of  beer  as  shown  in  the  Financial  State¬ 
ments.  These  figures  are  substantially  in  excess  of  those  for  the 
previous  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  rationing  was  necessary 
owing  to  shortage  of  containers,  both  Kegs  and  Bottles  in  the 
hands  of  the  Breweries  being  in  short  supply  and  replacements 
difficult  to  obtain. 

All  products  of  the  Breweries  were  subjected  to  periodic 
analysis  by  the  Provincial  Analyst,  and  his  Reports  indicated  that 
Alberta  Beers  compare  favourably  with  those  brewed  elsewhere. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing,  through  the 
medium  of  this  Report,  its  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
assistance  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
and  of  the  City  and  Municipal  Police  Forces,  who  are  entrusted 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Liquor 
Control  Act  of  Alberta. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  Permits  issued 
during  the  Calendar  Year  ended  31st  December,  1945,  from  the 
number  issued  in  the  previous  year. 
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A  sum  of  $197,585.75  was  realized  from  this  source,  and  was 
paid  over  direct  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  592  Permits  were  cancelled.  Of  this  number, 
217  were  held  by  persons  interdicted. 

Interdiction  Orders  placed  during  the  fiscal  year  numbered 
317,  and  in  the  same  period,  179  Orders  were  revoked.  In  addition, 
102  Orders  became  null  and  void,  owing  to  the  elapse  of  the  sta¬ 
tutory  period  of  Five  Years  from  the  date  of  interdiction,  thus 
leaving  717  Orders  in  force  as  at  the  31st  March,  1946. 

The  number  of  Prescriptions  for  liquor  issued  by  Medical 
Practitioners  was  still  substantially  larger  than  the  average  of 
years  before  rationing  of  liquor  was  necessary,  but  at  3,788  was 
practically  1,000  less  than  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Individual  Sales  to  Permittees  totalled  3,624,561,  at  an  aver¬ 
age  for  each  sale  of  $5.12. 

The  Board,  through  its  Warehouses  and  Stores,  made  37,861 
separate  sales  to  licensees. 

Permittees  living  at  points  at  which  no  Government  Liquor 
Store  is  located,  but  at  which  a  recognized  Express  Company 
maintains  an  Agent,  may  have  liquor  shipped  to  them  through 
that  medium. 


The  volume  of  such  shipments  was  substantially  less  than 
during  the  previous  year,  and  represented  63,445  separate  ship¬ 
ments,  at  a  cost  to  the  Board  for  transportation  of  $22,101.33. 

At  points  where  no  Express  Agent  is  maintained,  shipments 
are  made  through  the  mails.  4,317  such  parcels  were  dispatched, 
at  a  cost  for  postage  of  $3,232.06.  This  charge  was  defrayed  by 
the  Board. 

Approximately  9,325,000  Gallons  of  Beer  were  sold  by  the 
Board  during  the  period  covered  by  this  Report,  and  of  this  quan¬ 
tity,  some  57,000  Gallons  were  produced  outside  the  Province. 

All  Customs  and  Excise  Entries  covering  goods  placed  in,  and 
removed  from,  Bonds  maintained  at  the  Warehouses  of  the  Board 
at  Calgary  and  Edmonton,  are  prepared  by  our  Staff,  and  these 
Entries  totalled  2,613  during  the  year. 

Customs  and  Excise  Duties,  Sales  Taxes,  etc.,  to  a  total  in 
excess  of  $6,679,000.00  were  paid  to  the  Dominion  Government 
by  the  Board  and  the  Breweries  of  Alberta  during  the  fiscal  year.
